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INTERVIEW SUMMARY 



Applicant appreciates the courtesy extended by Examiner Van Doren during an 
interview on Monday, October 15, 2007 at approximately 2:30 p.m. 

During the interview, we discussed potential claim amendments, beginning with 
claim 1 26 and continuing with claim 1 . For claim 1 26 we discussed the following 
amendment: 

eliciting from a user a setting for the presentation demand type selector from 
a predefined list of presentation demand types for tho reta il prooontat i on 
ovont , the setting representing one of a plurality of extents to which the good 
can be sold out of the presentation quantity between the start date and the 
stop date; 

For claim 1 , we discussed: 

a presentation demand calendar utilized by the forecasting program to 
generate the output , wherein the output includes forecast inventory 
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requirements inclusive of presentation demands , said presentation demand 
calendar associating with a plurality of good-selling location pairs, data 
including a good identifier, a selling location identifier, a presentation demand 
type that selects one of a plurality of alternative treatments of presentation 
demand, and one or more presentation quantities each associated with a 
start date and a stop date, and a presentation demand type selector that 
selects from a predefined list of presentation demand types one of a plurality 
of alternative extents to which the good can be sold out of the presentation 
quantity between the start date and the stop date; 

The Examiner's initial reaction was to be comfortable with the amendment to 
claim 126 and to give further consideration to the amendment to claim 1 . We agreed 
that the Examiner should be quite familiar with the art at this stage of examining six 
related cases -- the Examiner indicated that several cases by this inventor had come up 
on her docket during the prior week. 

We agreed to further discuss these amendments after the Examiner has had 
reasonable time to review them. The Examiner retained a copy of the proposed 
amendments.
